He testi- 
fied that from the knoweldge of Duestrow’s 
character he had been ereaty prejudiced 
against him and that he had believed him 
perfectly sane. Hé had gone to see Duestrow 
at the request of James L. Blair, at that 
time his attorney.

Within the last few weeks, he had visited 
Duestrow, but the latter would have noth- 
ing to do with him. Duestrow refused to 
talk to him and gave as his reason that he 
did not want the doctor to get on the stand 
and make a foa] of himself as he had done 
before. 

The cross-exantination of Dr. Schott tend- 
ed toward proving a pecuniary motive in his 
testifying, but he swore that he had received 
no compensation whatever, and that he had 
no agreement as to what he was to receive.

The Houses of Jeu and Jong Are 
Up in Arms. 


HIGHBINDERS VS. MASONS. 


Jung Quon Says Jeu Mun Has Bee 


Tricks That Are Vain.” 


All Chinatown is astir. 

Recently Jeu Mun, a Chinese merchant, 
called upon United States Commissioner 
Gray and related a story about the High- 
binders being after him. He further al- 


leged that Jung Jong, who was the leader, 
had defrauded Mun out of #50. This is de- 
nied by Jong’s relatives and friends, and 
they now request the authorities to pre- 
vent Mun from approriating Jong’s inter- 
est in the Chinese merchandise firm of 
Quong, Hong Chong & Co., to his own use, 
Jong has $1,500 worth of stock in the firm. 
Mun alleged that he absconded with the 
above mentioned sum, and had him ousted 
from the firm. 

To add to the excitement, he had large 
signs printed in Chinese characters and 
posted in the various “‘shops’’ in China- 
town warning the Chinese public against 
dealing with Jung Jong. In a business 
sense, it was to warn them that Jong was 
insolvent, and to beware of running an ac- 
count with him. It concluded by asking 
for information regarding Jong’s where- 
abouts. 

It was supposed that Jong was in Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua, far across the line from 
the United States. Jeu Mun wanted to have 
him kept there. Jung Quon, Jong’s broth- 
er, who ‘‘washee”’ at 1110 Pine street, read 
about Mun’s action in Post-Dispatch. He 
does not read very well, but he said he rec- 
ognized his brother’s picture in the paper, 
also his name, and, accompanied by sev- 
eral of his friends, he waited on Mun and 
demanded an explanation. Mun ordered 
him from his store and now “war” is threat- 
ened. 

There are two factions of Chinese in the 
city. About 300 belong to the Jeu company, 
and 100 to miscellaneous companies, known 
as Free Masons. Among the Chinese it is 
proper in writing-names of persons to put 
the surname first, so, from this, it was 
learned that members of the Jeu company 
are the descendants of one family, whose 
antecedents were named Jeu for centu- 
ries back. The word company is used mean- 
ing family. Jeu Mun has the sympathy of 
all of the Jeu company in the city. He 
claims the Free Masons are highbinders 
and wants.them deported. 

Jong Quon called at Commissioner Gray’s 
office Wednesday afternoon. 

“Me smashee Jeu Mun. Him tellee blig 
lie and stealless mon’ from Jong,’’ said he. 

He was accompanied by one of the high 
officers of the Free Masons, who refused to 
give his name. 

“Jeu company are bellee bad people. 
Muchee worse than Highlebinders. ine 
years ago, a Jeu, he killee a Free Mason 
and Free-Mason habee little use for Jeuee.”’ 

Being questioned, he told of the thrilling 
murder of a Chinaman, Free Mason, in St. 
Louis, nine years ago, in which the Jeu who 
did it was sent back to China. 

“We letee Jeuvuees alone if they tleat Free 
Mason alle light. Jeu Mun, he bully; him 
want to cheat Jong, cause him Free Mason.

BOTH SIDES HEARD. 


Messrs. Lancaster and Spencer Present 
Their Views on Election Bills. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 2.—The 
House and Senate have now practically 
locked horns over the Safety Commit- 
tee’s election bill The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent asked Senator Lancaster, 
who introduced the Safety Committee elec- 


tion bill in the Senate, and Representative 
Spencer, who introduced the Filley bill in 
the House, to give a statement of their 
reasons for supporting the bills they advo- 
cated. This is Senator Lancaster’s state- 
ment: 

I am in favor of the Safety Committee 
bill, because it was gotten up by one 
hundred of the best citizens of St. Louis, 
composed of Democrats and Republicans 
equally, with the view of having honest 
elections. The bill provides that there shall 
be a Commissioner of Elections, appointed 
by the Governor, whose duty it shall be 
to divide the city into precincts of not more 
than voters, which cannot be of ad- 
vantage to either party, but will allow 
every citizen to go to the lis on election 
day and cast his ballot with the assurance 
that it will be counted as cast. The bill 
further provides that two associate com- 
missioners shall be appointed at least six 
months before a general election, which 
with the commissioner shall constitute a 
board of election commissioners, one to be 
appointed by the Governor and the other 
by the Mayor of such cities, to be of op- 
posite politics. The bill was gotten up by 
a non-partisan committee. I am satisfied 
that the Governor and the Mayor wih, 
when they come to appoint commissioners 
under said bill, find men that will act ina 
non-partisan spirit, and will carry out the 
views of the gentlemen that drew up this 


bill 

The Filley bill was drawn at the dictation 
of one man, with the sole purpose of makin 
the board partisan. If a man is nomina 
and elected by a party, he is bound to carry 
out the dictates of his party. That ts what 
the ee ‘would do under the Fil- 
ley bill.

QUARREL WAS OVER A CHILD. 


The Old Lady Is Now So Badly In- 
jared That She Is Confined 
to Her Bed.

In a little frame cottage nestling amid a 
group of hills in the undulating country 
just south of Itaska street, between South 
Broadway and Virginia avenue, and just 
beyond the southern terminus of Nebraska 
avenue, Mrs. Anna Mueller, a white-haired 
sexagenarian, lies in bed suffering from @ 
number of serious bruises and internal 
injuries, while her son and daughter watch 
tenderly over her and discuss between 
themselves the best plan of punishing the 
husband of their deceased sister, Charles 
Seib, for so cruelly assaulting their mother 
while she was on her way home from the 
cemetery Tuesday aftenoon. 

Seib is a laborer, about 23 years of age, 
His father, George Seib, lives at 5424 Min- 
nesota avenue, and there the son is also 
at present. For some months prior to yes- 
terday Seib lived in a little frame house on 
Neosho street, just west of Nebraska av- 
enue, ~There his wife, Mrs. Anna Seib, 
died Sunday. Mrs. Seib had been married 
about three years and had two children. 
Previous to her marriage with Seib she was 
also the mother of a little girl. Seib always 
supported this child. Just before Mrs. Leib, 
who was only 25 years old,-died she left 
word as to the disposition of this child. 
What she said is not clear. 

Seib says her dying request was that he 
continue to care for the child. Mrs. Muel- 
ler, the child’s grandmother, says Annie 
left it to her. At any rate, after Mrs. 
Seib’s death Mrs. Mueller took the little one 
girl over to her house on the hill and kept 
her there until the time of the funeral. 
This was Tuesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Mueller, her younger daughter and 
her friend, Mrs. Schonnheliser, of 3130 South 
Seventh street, took the little girl to the 
funeral in their carriage. The bereaved hus- 
band attended the funeral, accompanied in a 
carriage by his father, brother and brother- 
in-law. Quite a number of the ye wo- 
man’s friends also attended the funeral in 
other carriages. The remains were taken to 
the German Evangelical Church at the 
corner of Nebraska and Neosho streets, 
where Rev. Henry Booch pronounced the 
last sad service. Rev. Mr. Booch also ac- 
companied the funeral to St. Paul’s ceme- 
tery, out on Gravols avenue, near Wilming- 
ton road, just inside the city limits. 

Then Seib noticed his stepdaughter at the 
grave, with her grandmother, and he told 
his friends that he thought that he was as | 
much entitled to possession of her as the 
grandmother. His friends were about to 
make a demonstration, when Rev. Booch in- 
terfered, and said: 

‘This is no time for such a scene.”’ 

This had a quieting effect and Mrs. Muel- 
ler got into her carriage with thé child, her 
daughter and Mrs. Schonnheiser and start- 
ed off. Rev. Mr. Booch got into the carriage 
with the Sefbs. Rev. Mr. Booch, it seems, 
believed the father wag entitled to the child 
and wanted to see him get it by all fair 
means. §8o0 Seib’s carriage followed Mrs. 
Mueller’s carriage, its occupants intending 
to alight at Mrs. Muelicr’s house and de- 
mand the girl. 

Mrs. Mueller’s carriage did not drive to 
her house in the hollow,.but went to Mrs. 
Schonnheiser’s on Seventh street, near Ar- 
senal. The Seib’s not knowing Mrs. Schonn- 
heiser was in the vehicle, thought Mrs. 
Mueller was trying to ‘‘give them the slip,” 
s0 as to retain the child and followed on. 
Arriving at Mrs. Schonnheiser’s home, that 
lady was astonished to see the Seib’s car- 
oe bearing down on them at a breakneck 
speed. 
She hurriedly told Mrs. Mueller, who 
pees from the carriage with the child in 
er arms and, followed by her daughter 
and Mrs. Schonnheliser, ran through a pas- 
sageway alongside of the house, intending 
to go up the back stairs and into the housé 
of Mrs. Peters, Mrs. Schonnheiser’s daugh- 
ter. But they never reached there. 
Seib, his brother, his brother-in-law and 
his father followed them and caught them 
in the hallway. 

Then a a and tumble fight ensued. 
Seib grabbed Mrs. Mueller and did his ut- 
most to wrench the child from her grasp. 
Miss Mueller and Mrs. Schonnheiser went 
to their mother’s assistance. 
The Seib family knocked Mrs. Mueller 
and her daughter down and beat them, 
one brute kicking the aged Mrs. Mueller 
in the abdomen. Another broke a parasol 
over Mrs. Schonnheiser’s shoulders, inflict- 
ing an ugly bruise. The women’s cries 
brought Officer Wells to the scene. He 
arrested all the men and took them to the 
Second District Station. .They were not 
locked up as the ladies refused to prosecute. 
Mrs. Mueller was allowed by the police to 
keep the ghild. Dr. Toeppen, who is at- 
tending her, says her injuries may prove 
very serious, owing to her advanced age.

A LITTLE CHILD. 


George Pitts Fined $100 and Six 
Months in the Work-House. 


YEARS OF SAVAGE BLOWS. 


His Victim Was Covered With Wounds 
and Her Condition Aroused the 
Court’s Indignation. 


George Pitts, abig burly negro hod-car- 
rier, was fined $100 and sentenced to the 
Workhouse for six months by Judge Mur- 
phy in the Court of Criminal Correction 
Thursday morning for cruelly beating Pearl 
Savage, a colored girl 10 years of age.

THE TEST APPROACHES. 


The election bill at Jefferson City has 
nearly reached a stage that will test the 
good faith of members of both parties 
and of both Houses of the Legislature. 
The action of the Republican caucus 
yesterday indicates that when the Spen- 
cer bill as amended by the Senate comes 
up for action in the House, it will be 
rejected and sent back to the Senate. 
The Senate will insist upon its amend- 
ment, and the next step will be a confer- 
ence committee to adjust the differences 
between the two Houses. The question 
then will be, Shall such differences as 
exist be compromised by reasonable con- 
cessions, or shall each House stand ob- 
stinately for its own bill, thus defeating 
election reform legislation? 

The Post-Dispatch honestly desires the 
enactment of a law that will render more 
difficult, if not entirely prevent, the gross 
frauds that have been perpetrated for 
years in both St. Louis and Kansas City. 
It recognizes no partisanship in the de- 
mand for such a law; and it would scorn 
to seek party advantage in the framing of 
the law. For reasons that have been set 
forth in its columns, it believes that the 
Safety Committee’s.bill is a better bill 
than the Spencer bill, and that its origin 
is less open to suspicion. It was framed 
by representative members of both polit- 
ical parties, and if there is any partisan- 
ship in it w2 have been unable to dis- 
cover it, 

While this is true, it is but just to say 
that the Spencer bill is also a very good 
bill. The differences between it and the 
Safety Committce’s bill.are not vital. On 
the contrary, they are so unimportant, 
and the two Houses are now so'cloge to- 
gether on the Election bill, that it would 
be a serious reflection on the common 
gense as well as the patriotism of both 
Senators and Representatives if the slight 
concessions necessary to agreement 
should fail to be made on both sides. 

Whether or not these concessions wiil 
be made depends upon the men ap- 
pointed on the Conference Committee by 
the President of the Senate and Speaker 
_ of the House. From his place in the pre- 
siding officer’s chair Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara 
has declared himself in favor of an Elec- 
tion Reform bil! on the line of the Safety 
Committee’s measure. He can be trustad 
to appoint’ on the Conference Committce 
men whose aim will be to pass a bill and 
not to defeat it. Speaker Russell shouid 
appoint men who will go into the confe.- 
ence with the same edit.

CONCERNING RAILROAD ASSESSMENTS. 


The Post-Dispatch referred yesterday 
to the discriminations made in this State 
in favor of railroad property in the 
matter of assessments. These -discrim- 
inations have already attracted the at- 
tention of the péople, as is shown by the 
recently published records of the General 
Assembly. 

On Friday, Feb. 21, 1893, the following 
resolution was introduced in the House 
of Representatives and adopted by a 
vote of 85 ayes to 22 noes: 

The railroad property of this State being 
assessed at less than 2% per cent of its 
actual value, while farming property is 
assessed at over 40 per cent of its value; 
therefore, . 

Resolved, That the State Board of Equal- 
ization are hereby directed to increase the 
rate of taxation of railroad property until 
such property shal! bear its equitable share 
of the burdens of taxation. “ 

The House at that time was Democratic 
and tHe resolution could not have been 
adopted except by a preponderance of 
Democratic votes. 

In January, 1895, the House being then 
Republican, adopted the following reso- 
lution by an almost unanimous vate: 
Resolved by the House of Representatives 

of the Thirty-eighth General Assembly: 

That the Governor, as the principal mem- 
ber of the Board of Equalization, be re- 
quested, at his earliest convenience, to 
inform this House why the State Board 
of Equalization, when they found it neces- 
sary to increase the taxable wealth of the 
State, placed an additional value of $65,- 
000,000 upon the farm property of the State, 
instead of increasing the taxable wealth 
of the railroads until railroad property shall 
bear its equitable share of taxation, as 
directed to do by the resolution passed by 
the House of Representatives of the Thirty- 
seventh General Assembly, and to be found 
at page 549 of the House Journal. 

The Governor replied at considerable 
length, saying, among other things, that 
the board does not believe that railroads 
are assessed at their full proportionate 
value. And in a series of articles now in 
course of preparation the Post-Dispatch 
proposes to show that such is the fact.

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Iron Age says: 
Producers have shown a commendable 
disposition to restore wages, when they have 
really obtained higher figures in their sales.

He 
attended the St. Louis University and after 
graduating from the classical course at that 
institution took a course in the St. Louis 
Medical Callege, which was then a branch 
of the University. He graduated therefrom 
in the class of 1348. He has practiced medi- 
cine in St. Louis continually ever since. 
He first opened his office at Nineteenth and 
Carr streets. Later he moved his residence 
to 3130 Washington avenue, an elegant stone- 
front mansion, where he lived for years. 
He moved from there to 3016 Easton avenue, 
where he died. 

Dr. Alleyne was a prominent figure in 
medical circles. For years he was dean of 
the St. Louis Medical College and profes- 
sor aS eee medica, Some five years ago 
a 2 signed and became a méember of the 

aumont College faculty, which he, in 
turn, left later to accept the chair of the 
5 vet of Medicine in Barnes College. Dr. 

lieyne has been a member of the St. Louis 

Medical Society for almost a half-century, 
and was its president in 1864, its treasurer 
in 1854 and 1856 and its corresponding secre-

FREE SOIL 


Be Given a Chance to Raise: 
Their Own Vegetables. 


Many who do not keep pace With: events 
are asking what the Detroit plan is. The fol- 
lowing detailed explanation is for their ben- 
eft: / ‘ : 

Briefly stated, the ‘“‘Detroit Plan” is the 
cultivation of vegetables on vacant lots and 
tracts of land in the city by worthy persons, 
employed or unemployed, who are not able 
to buy vegetables, and who need such help 
in making a living. 

It involves charity to the extent cf the 
free use of the land, the cost of seeding,and, 
in most cases, the plowing and preparation 
of the ground. It is a charity only for the 
weed of those who are willing to help them- 
selves, 

The beneficiaries are such men and wom- 
en, heads of families, as are’ willing to take. 
charge of a srmiall. lot or tract of land, 
allotted by the committee, and cultivates 
thereon, such vegetables as the ground may 
produce, potatoes,. any ood radishes, 
onions, cabbage, tomatoes, beans, pumpkins 
or any other Vegutabs desired. The work 
may be done by the members of the family. 
If employed during the day he may use 
the early morning and late evening hours 
and thus produce all the vegetables needed 
by the family for the season, and enough 
potatoes, turnips and cabb s to last all 
winter. Those taking up the lots and lands 
are not paupers, but worthy people, willing 
to use ground they cannot own and to work 
for what they get. None but the worthy peo- 
ple will be permitted to cultivate the 
grounds to be allotted by the committee. 

The committee takes charge of such va- 
cant and unused lots and parcels of land in 
and about the city as may be proffered for 
the purpose, the owners reserving the right 
to séll or improve the property at will and 
relinquishing no claim upon it,merely agree- 
ing that the committee may allot it for the 
cultivation of vegetables during the sea- 
son. If it is sold, improved, or otherwise 
taken from the committee, the person us- 
ing it will be provided with another, or in 
some manner protected from the loss of his 
crops, possibly by sharing in the crop by 
an abandoned lot or in another tract. As 
far as possible, the land is allotted to per- 
sons nearest thereto. 

The committee will furnish seeds and 
plants to those unable to provide them. Po- 
tatoes ready for planting, plants ready for 
putting in the Ground. and dry seeds read 
for sowing or planting. These will all be al- 
lotted at. the committee’s headquarters, or 
delivered at the lot. when the cultivator is 
ready for ther. 

The committee will supply each cultivator 
with printed’ directions, prepared by the 
chairman, Hon. Norman J. Colman, edi- 
tor of the Rural World, and one of the best 
authorities on cultivation in America. Gov. 
Colman will also personally assist in di- 
recting and forwarding the work when un- 
der way. A superintendent, appointed by 
the committee, will also personally direct 
planting and cultivating. 

Some object to the plan on the ground 
that the growing crops will not he protected 
from trespass or depredation. In Detroit 
there was no trouble on that account. Very 
little trespassing was done. The police de- 
partment gave special supervision to the 
cultivated Jots night and day, as will be 
done here. Neighbors took a kindly interest 
in qrohecsne the growing vegetables. The 
unfenced gardens wefe not disturbed. Many 
of. the gardens around St. Louis fre not 
fenced, or*in any Manner protected from 
trespass. The lots used under the Detroit 
plan will not be subject to depredation or 
trespass. 

It is expected that at least nine-tenths o7 
the tracts allotted will be successfully cul- 
tivated. Of course, some will be abandoned 
or will be thrown back on the commiitee’s 
hands for one reason or another, but the 
general results must be acceptable. In De- 
troit the average yield of potatoes was 15 
bushels to the family, and other vegetables 
were abundant for family use. The tracts 
cultivated averaged one-fourth acre to the 
family. Nine hundred and forty-five families 
successfully cultivated the tracts allotted 
to them. Nearly 500 acres were allotted by 
the committee. 

The work did not begin in Detroit untti 

about the middle of June, an@ yet the results 
were aie satisfactory. The St. Louis com- 
mittee will have some ground réadv before 
the 6th. It is not too late, but just the right 
time to begin. The gardening season wil! 
last three months more and then turnips 
nas an after crop. 
It is estimated that the expense of the 
St. Louis movement wil not exceed $5 to the 
family, perhaps not miore than $3. Plows, 
harrows and some implements, as -vell as 
seeds, have been donated; incidental ex- 
penses will be light and as the committee 
will employ no labor there will be no trouble 
in keeping the expense account down. The 
money needed, however, should be promptly 
contributed. Factories, stores and offices 
may be,canvassed by employers or employes 
interested and the money sent to the chair- 
man, who will acknowledge all contributions 
through the press. Now is the time to help in 
a practical, common sense charity, a work 
that will give employment for idie hours, 
make unused land contribute something to 
public good, and encourage the poor to help 
themselves.

WILL ENJOIN STRIKERS. 


Boss Brick Layers to .Attack the Hod 
Carriers in the Courts. 


A special meeting of the Boss Bricklay- 
ers wil Ibe held Thursday evening at Twelfth 
and Market streets, the object being to take 
steps to prevent striking hod carfiers or 
their sympathizers from destroying their 


property and assaulting their employes. 

They claim that the police ‘‘protection”’ 
has been of little or no benefit to the men 
and that their lives are in danger. 

At a conference held Thursday morning 
it was given out that an attempt would be 
made to legally. enjoin the strikers from 
destroying. property and disturbing the 
peace. The union hod carriers are organized 
under the State laws. An application will 
also be made to revoke their charter on the 
grounds of the union violating the State 
law under which it was granted. 

It is claimed that the mejority of the 
strikers want to return to work, but; are 
afraid of the result, through the hand of 
the “slugging’’ element. Despite this, how- 
ever, 100 strikers announced their intention 
of returning to work Monday. 

The members of the Colored Hod Carriers’ 
Union, No. 3, held a meeting Wednesday 
evening at Reed’s Hall, Eleventh and 
Franklin avenue. A report to the effect that 
the members of the union had degerted the 
striking hot carriers, ‘owing to the smail 
amount of monéy in the treasury, and had 
returned to work at the old wages, caused 
considerable consternation. It was denied 
all round and a resolution to that effect 
was adopted, and ordered sent to the local 
papers. Joseph Crook, president of the 
union, said that they did not ask for aid 
from the white strikers, but that on the 
contrary they had plenty of money on hand.

WOMEN’S PROGRESS. 


Susan B. Anthony Reviews the Work 
of the Recent Past. : 

Miss Susan B. Anthony, who is here to at- 

tend the Mississippi Valley Women’s Con- 

ference, and the annual meeting of the Mis- 


souri State Suffrage Association, and who is 
en route to the Pacific slope woman’s coun- 
cil at San Francisco, May 20, talked enter- 
tainingly with a Post-Dispatch reporter on 
the subject of woman’s progress. 

Miss Anthony is President of the National 
Woman's Suffrage Association and devotes 
much time to the advancement of the work 

of her association. 

“Previous to the holding of the Interna- 
tional congress of women in 1888, there -was 
very little interest taken in woman’s work 
and woman’s rights,’’ she said. 

“As an illustration of what has been ac- 
complished since, within the two years just 
past, bills have been before the Legislatures 
of every State in the Union providing for 
the submission of an amendment to the 
State constitutions permitting women to 
vote. We were successful in passing the 
measures in Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Cali- 
fornia and New York and in those States 
we shall, when the time comes, take the 
stump in a very manlike manner to see that 
the votes cast shall all be for the amend- 


ment. 


‘‘Woman’s progress has been differently 
managed from that of any other class desir- 
ing enfranchisement. With the negroes and 
the poor of England, the werk was taken 
up by political parties and, after they be- 
came entitled to vote, they were also fur- 
nished the means of education. Not so 
with women. We are educating ourselves 
first, and studying up good government in 
our clubs and will move on the question in 
a determined and intelligent manner. We 
will get what we are after, too. 

“It is a fact that where, fifty years ago, 
there was only one college and that at Ober- 
lin, O., for the higher education of women, 
there will be this year graduated in the 
United States no less than 40,000 women. 
Does not this look like progress?”

NEW YORK, May 2.—Passengers on the 

steamship Columbia, which has reached 

here from Colon, report that Nicaragua is 


in a ferment over President Zelaya’s ar- 
bttrary rule. One passenger, who purposes 
to return to Nicaragua, and, therefore, does 
not wish his name known, says: 

“Plans for Zelaya’s overthrow are well 
under way, and, when the coffee crop is 
harvested, there will be an uprising through- 
out the country. Zelaya's policy in the ex- 
pulsion of Hatch was outrageous. When 
Barrios returned from his useless mission to 
England, President Zelaya kept secret from 
every one the fact that the Minister had 
failed. Even when the British warships were 
moving towards Corinto, Zelaya hoodwinked 
the people by deriding the report that the 
British intended to occupy the town. When 
the British warships did arrive, the people 
were amazed. One of the President’s latest 
acts of persecution, it is alleged, was the 
brutal treatment of the son of ex-President 
Zavala at Grenada. While Zavala was at 
the theater, the place was surrounded by 
soldiers. He was taken out, and, ‘While his 
mother and his wife stood by, the soldiers 
first searched and then beat him.”

DEPOPULATION OF FRANCE. 


Jules Simon Says the Small Families 
Are Due to Small Incomes. 
From an Article in the Paris Figaro. 

The first time I heard of La Famille Fran- 
caise, ome One said to me: “It is the best 
remedy against depopulation.’’ Depopula- 
tion is occupying my attention very much, 


as {t is that of all good Frenchmen. I say 
to myself that France is losing her blood 
by every pore. I hear continually ringing 
in my ears the words of a Prussian orator: 
“Why bother ourselves about France? She 
loses a battle every year!’ But it is not 
only the numerical recuperation of the 
popsise that I demand from La Famille 

rancaise; it is the moral reconstitution of 
the family, the return among us of the 
domestic virtues and of the happiness of 
which they are the source. The preaching 
of virtue is commendable. I like the ser- 
mons and the preachers. They elevate and 
strengthen the soul. The founders of La 
Famille Francaise do not demonstrate the 
beauty and power of the family tie; they 
make it possible and durable; they create 
it. They will give us back perhaps our 
army, but to begin with they will give us 
back happiness. 

What is to-day the fatal law that has 
been justly called the law of: iron? It is 
competition. What is the infallible conse- 
quence of competition? It is the reduction 
of the salary to the sum strictly necessary 
to enable the wofrkingman to live. The 
wages of the man do not suffice; those of 
the woman must be added. These two sal- 
aries® together support two persons; if 
they cannot support three, the birth of a 
child, in place of being a joy for a young 
household, will be a disaster.
